To some of ns—I suspect, iiideed, to 


* good mauy—Boswell represent* the 
original source uot ouly of knowledge 
about Johnson, but of our kuowled«{e of 
English literature iu general. He was 
onr introducer to the great anoiiyinous 
club forim'd by English meii of letters 
from the days when Shakespeare mot 
Ben .Tonson to the days when Carlyle 
discoursed to Froude. We became meiu- 
Rers of tlie craft in spirit under Bos- 
well's guidance, whether we have or 
have uot become actually identified 
with it iu the flesh. It therefore be- 
comes next to impossible to abstract 
from Boswell—all our later knowledge 
has been more or less ingrafted upon 
him, however far we may have traveled 
from the source. Boswell gave the uu- 
cleus, and more or less consciously we 
have used his \vorld as a standard inev- 
itably taken iuto account iu all later 
judgments. To suppose Boswell nonex- 
istent is for such readers to suppose a 
kind of orgauio change in onr whole es- 
timate of literary characteristics.

Informed that the Cuban 
resolution 


passed by congress is now a part of the 
laws of the United States. 
With the 


information was an ultimatum demand- 
ing compliance with this law and an 
answer within a short time, probably 
24 hours. 
Compliance la not expected, 


and a forward movement on Cuba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the administra- 
tion. 


Two cabinet meetings were held yes- 


terday, the lirst beginning at 11 o'clock 
'and lasting two hours and the second 
lasting from 3 until 5:30. At their close 
announcement that executive action was 
delayed until today was made. 
Both 


sessions were devoted principally to dis- 
cussion of the ultimatum to Madrid. At 
the morning session the president rather 
favored allowing the Madrid govern- 
ment two or three days In which to re- 
ply to our demands, but since that time 
he has changed his views somewhat, 
and it ia now believed to be his purpose 
to require an answer within a short time. 
The reason for limiting the time to one 
day or even less is said to be entirely 
•trateglc; otherwise two or even threa 
days would have been allowed. Tho 
ultimatum recites the main features of 
the resolution passed by congress, which 
arrived at the white house at 1:16 o'clock, 
a little over an hour having been con- 
sumed in the formalities of securing the 
signatures of Speaker Reed and Vice 
President Hobart In open session and 
its delivery by R«pres8ntatlve Hager of 
Iowa, chairman of the committee on 
enrolled bills, and Representative Over- 
•tre«t of Indiana. 
It was expected that 


the resolution would be signed immedi- 
ately It reached the presldant, and this 
was Mr. MeKlnley's Inclination, but for 
certain reasons it was deemed advisable 
that the resolution and the ultimatum 
to Spain should be signed simultaneous- 
ly, and time was needed to draft tha 
ultimatum In diplomatic form. 
Tht* 


fact that the resolution was not immedi- 
ately signed gave rise to disquieting 
reports, but it soon appeared from state- 
ments of cabinet officers that the presi- 
dent had not the slightest Intention of 
withholding his signature, and that the 
delay in attaching It was accounted for 
solely by his desire to have a full and 
complete plan of operations for the gov- 
ernment of the executive In tha im- 
mediate future before taking the final 
and Important step of turning the joint 
resolution into a statute. 


A member of the cabinet. In speaking 


about the ultimatum, said: "In accord- 
ance with the terras,«f the resolution, 
the president •frill demand that Spain 
•hall evacuate the island. The demand 
for this will be flat-footed and absolute, 
and no tentative or half-way reply will 
•atlify the president, nor will any com- 
promise that contemplates the with- 
drawal of Spain'* trpopa from the island 
and th* subsequent re-establishment of 
Spanish control or the raising of the 
Spanish flag over the country be ac- 
cepted by the administration. Possibly 
It may be that a suggestion that the 
matter has been referred to the cortes 
may be Instrumental in postponing for a 
brief time the putting into effect of the 
congressional resolution, but the pres- 
ident I* disposed not• to brook any fur- 
ther delay.
